GRUESOME SCENE.

and the river. One thousand laborers 
were soon put to work and before noon 
two freight tracks were opened 


TRACKS BLOWN AWAY. 


The passenger tracks for 
several 


hundred feet were blown away by the 
explosion. It will be some time before 
they 
can be repaired. 
Passenger 


trains are being sent over the new 
low grade freight line along the west 
side of the Susquehanna river. About 
eight miles of freight trains are stall- 
ed east of the 
scene of the 
wreck. 


About a dozen boatmen are dragging 
the river for bodies. 


Several thousand persons vis.ited the 


scene,- but they were kept at a distance 
by a large force of police. 


CORPSES FOUND.

caped had any clothing to speak of 
Most of them had been in their berths 
at the tune of the explosion and- es- 
caped only in pajamas or other light 
apparel. 


WHEN DAYLIGHT BROKE. 


When daylight broke upon Market 


street this morning the pedestrians on 
the capital city's principal

Young Men Are Best As Clerks 


^Berkeley is Again 


in Local Run. 


WEST OAKLAND, YARDS, May 11.— 


Railroad men 
are 
still discussing • Dr. 


Osier's theory that a man should be 
chloroformed when he attains the age of 
sixty years, and they are wondering 
whether the Southern Pacific will follow 
the example of some of the Eastern roads 


giving y.oung men the preference in 


making promotions. 
Many cases in the East prove that the 
old-time railroad men are being retired 
as opportunity offers and their places are 
being tilled by younger men. For several 
.weeks it has been rumored around the 
West Oakland Yards that the Southern 
Pacific intended to put a similar plan 
into execution and the older men have 
engaged in all sorts of speculations. 
"In the mechanical departments 
the 
older men are, as a rule, more valuable," 
said Foreman Yates of the machine shops 
today.. 
'."For clerical work new blood 
may be desirable, but some' of the best 
men we have in the shops are more than 
sixty years old. Their Judgment becomes 
better with age, they acquire greater 
skill with years of experience and they 
seem always to have the company's in- 
terest at heart. 
"The younger generation, as a rule, 


think more about quitting time than the 
older men and they do just about enough 
work to hold their jobs. 
"I think the' Southern Pacific has the 
right plan, when the men are finally 
pensioned. 
They are paid on the per- 
centage plan and the money is sent to 
their homes. The Rock Island system of 
giving their land as pensions does not 
appeal to me. ' A man who has worked 
all his life in a railroad shop would know 
as much about farming as a farmer 
would about running a lathe."

AGAINST THE. FOREIGN 
INSURANCE COnPANIES 


German Government Decides That 


They Must Pay Stamp Duties. 


1 


May li.—The Government Is 


taking action against foreign life insur- 
ance companies doing business in this 
country, with the exception of German 
concerns. 
This renders business almost 


Impossible and the matter is bringing out 
diplomatic exchanges 
from 
the repre- 


sentatives here 
of 
the United States, 


Great Britain. Belgium and Holland, coro- 
panies of which countries are concerned. 


The laws under which foreign life in- 


surance companies may do business in 
Austria provide that they must invest 
In Austrian Government securities a sum 
equal to- their total liabilities. Deeds 
showing such Investments must be filed 
with the authorities. Before filing these 
deeds the companies wrote to the tax 
assessment office and 
learned from it 


that the deed's could be filed withouit pay- 
ment of stamp duties thereon. This has 
been done for the past nine years. 


The administrative High Court has now 


overruled this, and has Informed a life 
Insurance company of New York that H 
must not only pay the stamp duty on 
these deeds, amounting to $683 on each 
$200.000 investment recorded in the fu- 
ture, but that this duty is retroactive 
and wili be collected for the past; nine 
years. 
' The English, Dutch and Belgian com- 
p: >iies have made common cause with 


the New York concern and have taken the 
matter up with the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives of their respective countries. 


As a result Bellamy Storer, the Ameri- 


can Ambassador and the British Charge 
d'Affaires called at the Foreign Office and 
used their good offices hi presenting a 
memorial containing 
the 
facts of the 


case, and requested that before final de- 
cision is rendered on the question full 
consideration be given by the Finance 
Minister.

It was stated that the American Gov- 


ernment regarded the matter as grave, 
and especially as regards the retroactive 
effect of the court's decision. It is well 
known that Ambassador Storer La acting 
under Instructions from the State Depart- 
ment at "Washington to exert his best 
offices. 
The Foreign Office has acceded 


to Mr. Storeys request. 


German companies doing business here, 


and likewise Austrian companies, are ex- 
empt from the stamp duty and also enjoy 
many advantages over foreign compa- 
nies.

The Latest Call of the Wild. 


In his latest book, "The War of the Classes," Jack London makes 


a strenuous etfoit to identify trades unionism with Socialism or rather 
to identifj the trades unions with the propaganda of Socialism. 
In 


Going so, howevei, he ignores the fact that the spint and purposes of 
labor Oigani7ations are fundamentally opposed to the principles of 
Karl Marx and Prudhomme. Mr. London assumes that society is 
divided into two classes engaged in conflict with each other. Al- 
though he admits the existence of non-combatants he does not con- 
sidei them factors in the game. He says it is war to the death, with 
absolute disregard to what may happen to those not specifically en- 
gaged in it. The parties to the contest, according to his theory, are 
Labor and Capital. He makes no allowance for the fact that Labor 
and Capital are associated, in millions of cases, in the same person or 
family, but broadly assumes that trades unionism, is about all that is 
to be properly included in the term labor. He announces the pro- 
gram of the Labor-Socialistic alliance in this breezy fashion: 


"The leaders, with the carelessness of fatalists, do not hesitate 


for an instant to publish their intentions to the world. They intend 
to direct the labor revolt to the capture of the political machinery of 
society. With the political machinery once in their hands, which will 
also give them the control of the police, the army, the navy, the courts, 
they will confiscate, with or without remuneration, all the possessions 
of the capitalist class, which are used in the production and distribu- 
tion of the necessaries and luxuries of life. 
By this they mean to 


apply the law of eminent domain to the land, and to extend the law 
of eminent domain until it embraces the mines, the factories, the rail- 
roads and the ocean carriers. In short, they intend to destroy present- 
day society, which they contend is run in the interest of another class, 
and from the materials to construct a new society, which will be run 
in their interest." 


This might properly be termed "The Call of the Wild." It is the 


note of turbulence and revolution. Evidently Mr. London is am- 
bitious to become the Marat of a Socialist uprising in this country. 
His process of bringing about an upheaval that will destroy the pres- 
ent political system and tear up the foundations of the existing social 
structure is simple. It is to turn the trades unions into Socialists by 
some instantaneous manner, as Christ turned water into wine at the 
feast of Cana, and then have«them take possession of the government 
and tear it to pieces. It is' very easy—on paper—to the author of 
"The Sea Wolf." 


Two elemental objections to his plan of campaign occur, how- 


ever. The trades unions have thus far refused to follow the Socialist 
leaders or adopt the Socialist cult. Should they be so shortsighted 
as to do, however, they would not be strong enough to take possession 
of the government if united. But they would not be united. 


The Chicago riots exemplify Mr. London's theory. Mr. London 


is the apostle of the men who have been murdering and maiming non- 
union teamsters and stoning the police. If society were not strong 
enough to hold them in check, we should see these men tearing at 
the throat of society as the dogs in "The Call of the Wild" tore each 
other. Mr. London apparently believes the forces of disorder have 
only to organize to overthrow the forces of order; but he forgets that 
organization is itself a form of order which compels obedience and 
restraint.

Santa Rosa is from Los Angeles. 


Since Chicago has taken to running its sewage into the Missis- 


sippi river, the white fish have come back into the Southern end of 
Lake Michigan. For a number of years white fish ceased to run al- 
most entirely in the south end of the lake, whereas it used to be a 
favorite spawning ground for them. This spring some large catches 
are reported on the eastern shore of the lake, not far north of Chi- 
cago. The return of the fish coincident with the diversion of sewage 
is suggestive. Since dumping sewage and factory refuse into the 
Thames has been stopped shoals of white bait have reappeared be- 
low London Bridge. These facts have a direct bearing on the con- 
tinued fouling of the waters of San Francisco bay with oil refuse. If 
the practice is not stopped the people of this vicinity will wake up to 
find that the bay has been ruined as a fishing ground and the shores 
made to stink of petroleum. 


It is not strange that Alexander should decline to resign as 


president of the Equitable Life Assurance Society. His salary is 
$100,000 a year, with large opportunities on the side as the usufruct 
of having the handling of vast sums for loan and investment. 


Simultaneous with the announcement from St. Petersburg that 


Rojestvensky is steering for Vladivostok comes the news from Hong- 
kong that he is steering south. He must have got his orders tangled 
in his steering gear. 


The Cleveland Plain Dealer says the Panama Canal will reduce 


the water mileage between New York and San Francisco by 5,000 
miles. It will reduce freight rates in still larger proportion, so 
James J. Hill says, and he ought to be-an authority.

for their sins. As a confession, this is all right. As an excuse for 
defeat, it is not so convincing. The Lord helps those who help them- 
selves. 


The Colusa Sun is not quite fair or candid in this paragraph: 
"THE OAKLAND TRIBUNE in arguing against a State bridge 


across the Straits of Carquinez, says that the best way is to allow each 
railway to build its own bridge. Nobody objects to anybody building 
a bridge, if it shall be so constructed as not to interfere with naviga- 
tion or shoal the bay. The only idea of a State bridge is to procure 
a bridge for all 'crossers' without any one being obliged to go to the 
sole expense. The Sun does not know how a bridge should be built, 
but is very certain that one can be built that will not interfere with 
navigation, and that when a bridge shall be built it must be one of 
that kind." 


This ignores the objections THE TRIBUNE raised to the State 


bridge proposition, and leaves the reader to infer that this paper is in- 
different as to the kind of bridges the railroads should be permitted to 
construct. We expressly stated that any bridges thrown across Car- 
quinez Straits or Suisun bay should be so constructed as not to ob- 
struct navigation or impede the discharge of the flood waters of the 
rivers. Therefore the Sun's implied criticism is •without point or 
provocation. 


With renewed emphasis the President declares he will not be a 


candidate for re-election. This should put to rest the surmise started 
by the New York World that Mr. Roosevelt might be prevailed upon 
to accept a third term. The gossip indulged in by the press regarding 
the possibility of his again being a candidate was evidently distaste- 
ful to the President, whose straightforward mind 
is exceedingly 


averse to anything savoring of falsehood and trickery. While many 
will regret 
his decision to retire at the close of the present term, 


all must feel increased respect for his fidelity to his pledges. 


Plain Language From the President 


The Chicago strike leaders heard some wholesome, straight-from- 


the-shoulder talk when they called on the President and asked him 
not to accede to any request for Federal troops that,might be pre- 
ferred. With a candor and directness which the people have learned 
to be habitual and characteristic, the President plainly told the dele- 
gation of strike leaders that the law must be obeyed and peace pre- 
served. He stated that no request from any source for Federal troops 
had reached him, but stated that he was in hearty sympathy with'the 
efforts and determination of Mayor Dunne to enforce the law and 
restore order. He refrained from making any statement of what he 
would do in case Federal troops were asked for. This was wise. 
Employing the regular army to quell local disturbances is a matter of 
both law and circumstance. If the Mayor of Chicago should ask the 
Governor to call out the militia in the event that the police and local 
constabulary should fail to cope with the situation, and the Governor 
in turn "should ask for Federal troops, it would be the duty of the 
President to heed the request. 
Requests from private persons or 


associations of individuals would be denied unless it were evident that 
the Mayor and the Governor refused to do their duty. ' But why are 
the strike leaders so anxious to keep the militia and Federal troops 
out of Chicago? For the same reason that they oppose giving police 
protection to non-union drivers. The troops would not harm or 
interfere with any peaceable person. President Shea of the Teamsters' 
Union said the strikers are opposed to violence and lawlessness, but 
all the while he was protesting against a display of the strong arm of 
authority. Almost while he was speaking a band of his followers were 
mobbing some non-union teamsters. President Roosevelt's words 
were therefore an opportune rebuke of false pretense as well as a stem 
admonition against riot and lawlessness. 
His talk was of the kind 


usually referred fo as having the bark on. It will have a good effect. 


The Alameda Encinal says Oakland harbor is of no more im- 


portance to Oakland than it is to Alameda. This is true in one sense 
and incorrect in another. The harbor is of more importance to Oak- 
land because Oakland has more inhabitants and larger business in- 
terests and makes much greater use of it, but the improvement of the 
harbor is of equal importance to the people of Alameda, who must 
look to the development of manufacturing along the water front for 
their largest growth. The Encinal is correct when it says it is of the 
greatest importance that the harbor should be dredged. The thirty 
acres of anchorage ground in the Brooklyn Basin should have an aver- 
age depth of twenty feet.

FACTORY OWNERS OF WARSAW 


PRESENT MEMORIAL TO 


GOVERNOR. 


WARSAW, May 11.—A group of.fac- 


tory owners and other residents of War- 
saw have presented a memorial to Gov- 
ernor-General Maxiraovitch, accusing the 
troops of needless barbarity and brutal- 
ity in connection with the events of 
May. 1 and demanding an-impartial • in- 
vestigation participated in by representa- 
tives of the people. 
The memorialists 


dsclared that the order to flre on the 
crowd in Jerusalem 
street was given 


without exhausting other means for its 
dispersal or giving the prescribed three 
preliminary signals, and that when the 
crowd dispersed after . the 
volley the 


troops brutally harried those remaining 
in the streets, as well 
as 
those who 


sought refuge. in houses, hunting out, 
shooting and beating- women- and chil- 
dren as well as men. The memorialists 
asserted that a 13-year-old girl hiding in- 
a.ehed was sabered by a policeman and 
that a 16-year-old boy who ran into a 
bedroom and crawled under a bed for 
shelter was ' deliberately 
shot , through 
the window and mortally wounded. 


The memorialists having '.recounted a 
number of similar instances, the Gov- 
ernor-General replied that the use of arms 
was necessitated by the threatening bear- 
Ing of-the crowd, from whom the-flrstj 
shot was fired, making the return volley 
neceasary. In ouch a conflict, he 'added, 
sacrifice of life ;waa unavoidable. 


The Governor-General 
regretted

occurrence, but declared the crowd was j 
amply warned by the declaration that I 
order would be maintained at any cost, i 
He admitted that the troops might on I 
some occasions have displayed unneces- 
sary harshness, but 
argued 
that the 


presence of an officer with every de- 
tachment was not always possible. 
He 


denied the request for a. public Investi- 
gation, but invited the memorialists to 
report important violations ,of the .law 
and present the facts regarding cruelty 
in individual cases, which he would be 
ready and willing to investigate.
